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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In response to the previous office action, Applicant has canceled claims 1-10, 12- 
24 and 26-29 and amended claims 1 1 and 25. Claims 1 1 and 25 have been examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 11 and 25 are al!ov\^ed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 11, the closest prior art does not explain that the service 
provider transmits the result of verifying a signature of the person identification authority 
written in the person identification certificate provided by the user device to the user 
device (verified certificate with template transmitted to user device), that the user device 
decrypts a key stored in the person identification certificate for decrypting the template, 
and that the user device then provides to the service provider the decrypted key for 
decrypting the template along with the sampling information. 

The modified device of Duluth and Bianco teaches that the service provider 
(receiver section 42) receives the biometric certificate 68 from the user device (devices 
44 and 48 and smart card of the user 68) and that the service provider decrypts the 
template (biometric data) in the certificate (col. 7, lines 33-44) using the private key of 
the service provider. The prior art does not suggest that the service provider decrypts 
the template with any other key than the private key of the service provider, and it also 
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does not suggest that the key for decrypting the template is provided to the service 
provider by the user device upon the service provider's verification of the certificate 
containing the key. Therefore, it would not seem obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
computer art at the time the invention was made to modify the modified device of Duluth 
and Bianco to provide that that the service provider transmits the result of verifying a 
signature of the person identification authority written in the person identification 
certificate provided by the user device to the user device (verified certificate with 
template transmitted to user device), that the user device decrypts a key stored in the 
person identification certificate for decrypting the template, and that the user device 
then provides to the service provider the decrypted key for decrypting the template 
along with the sampling information. 

Regarding claim 25, this is a method version of the claimed system discussed 
above (claim 1 1 ) and is allowed for the same reasons provided above.
